A FRENCHMAN IN SILK HAT AND UUKSS 


SUIT MAKES A DARING JOUKNEV. 


Ten thousand people went to Niagara 


Fulls on excursion trains to witness two 
events of unusual interest which had been 
promised. 
Alphonse King, the water- 


walking Frenchman, who tipped over in 
his golden slippers in the boiling waters a 
few mouths ago, had said he would ride !i 
water bicycle across the river, and Profes- 
sor J. E. De Leon had announced that he 
would walk Steve Peers' seven-eighths 
inch steel cable, 900 feet long, suspended 
200 feet over the deadly whirlpool rapids. 


At 4.33 o'clock, lung mounted his water 


bicycle, which turned'ouc to be quite a 
wonderful machine. All the elements of 
the land wheel were present, only that the • 
big wheel had water paddles attached to 
its tire and waa kept on the surface by two 
long torpedo-shaped floats oE sheet iron. 
King wore a dress suit aud silk hat, his 
only protection from the waves being rub- 
ber leggirgs. The Siamese Princes were 
present and witnessed the start. 


Superintendent Welch would not allow 


the start to be made from the reservation 
dock, so the bicycle was towed to a point 
on the American bank directly under the 
new suspension bridge. ( King pulled out 
until he struck the down Current, and then 
took a diagonal course. The bicycle rolled 
considerably when the up current w;is 
reached, and it looked as if he must upset. 
The floats weathered the treacherous cur- 
rents and eddies beautifully,T&id in four 
and a half minutes the tired Frenchman 
landed on the Canadian bank.

greeted by cheers from the bridge ;md 
both banks of the river. 
He was taken 


into the boat and it was found that his 
clothing was not even wet- Upon arriving 
at the place of starting, Dr. John A. Lan-- 
nigan, on behalf of Buffalo admirers, pre- 
sented the plucky Frenchman with a hand- 
some gold badge set with.n. lar^c ruby and 
appropriately engraved. King proposes to 
ride his wheel on New York Harbor from 
bho Stntuc of Liberty to the Brooklyn 
Bridge.
